British and German Cruisers Land M a­ 


rines to Protect Property— Sim on on 


United States Ship. 


P ort Au Prince, Haiti, Aug. 4.—Pil­ 
laging and fighting in the streets fob 
lowed the flight of P resident Simon, 
thus leaving Haiti without any organ 
ized governm ent. 
About forty persons were killed and 
the hom es of most of the high officials 
of the Simon government were sacked. 
The Italian and Dominican m erchants 
arm ed them selves and protected their 
shops from the lawless ones. 
The capital is occupied by two rival 
revolutionary parties, headed respec­ 
tively by General Leconte, a former 
m inister of the Interior, and General 
Firm in, who deserted his post as Ha! 
lien m inister to Great Britain to join 
the revolt against Simon. 
G erm an and British m arines have 
been landed to aid the provisional au 
thorities. During the night it was ne­ 
cessary to shoot several rioters. 
Following the flight of Simon there 
was an attem pt to pillage the busine** 
bouse of Makhlouff & Co. 
The a t­ 
tempt was put down under the direc­ 
tion of the com m ittee of public safety 
organized by the diplomatic carps, and 
four of the rioters were shot on the 
spot. Some of the soldiers also refused 
to lay down their arm s when ordered 
to do mo. and there* were occasional 
conflicts between the soldiery aud the 
( L ilians. 
A liand of arm ed men made an a t­ 
tack on th e custom house and also a t­ 
tem pted to raid some nearby shops. 
The attack was met by a force of po­ 
lice and soldiers and six of the pil­ 
lagers w ere shot. 
A detachm ent of m arines was land 
ed from the German cruiser Bremen. 
They occupy the German legation and 
the banking house of Ketel & Co. and 
the banking house of H errm ann & Co. 
Vlarines 
from 
the British warship 
Melpomene occupy the British consu­ 
late. 
The American 
schooner John 
Paul, which was lying alonfside the 
dock. was threatened by rioters, who 
believed that some politKal refugees 
were on board 
The 
com m ittee of 
safety dispersed the mob 
Revolutionary troops, under General 
Leconte, aud the Flrinlniat 
leader. 
General St. Juste, are m arching to

M eantim e a sort of arm istice between 
the two factions has been arranged, 
and this is being observed by the rebel 
forces outside the city.
